NASHVILLE, Term. (AP) - 


James Earl Ray will live for the 
next six weeks or so In a prison 
cell nine feet long and six feet 
wide, with the Negro slayer of a 
policeman as his nearest neigh- 
bor. 


The confessed assassin of Dr. 


Martin Luther King Jr., will oc- 
cupy the cell— No. 4 In the state 
penitentiary's maximum securi- 
ty section— while undergoing or- 
ientation and classification.

signed a prison job and treated 
as far as possible like other In- 
mates w h i l e serving time 
against his 99-year sentence.

later to answer questions, His 
third appearance was at his own

Rockefeller's Veto would re- 
quire candidates for congres- 
sional, s t a t e , district and 
county office to be elected by

a private automobile In the 
performance of his duties. 


The House approved the fol- 


lowing tax proposals:

Sirhan Always 
a Potential 
M urderer

LOS ANGELES (AP) _ Had 


Sirhan Bishara Sirhan been ex- 
amined before the assassination 
of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, a 
defense psychologist says, he 
probably would have been spot- 
ted as a potential murderer. 


And yet, Sirhan's mental ca- 


pacity was so stunted that he 
could not form a meaningful, 
mature a plot against the sena- 
tor, Dr. Martin Schorr testified 
Tuesday In Sirhan's 
murder 


trial. 


That point Is crucial to Sir- 


han'c defense. His lawyers hope 
to save him from a death sen- 
tence by convincing the Jury the 
shooting of Kennedy was the re- 
sult of a sick, obsessed mind. 


Could Sirhan have acted with 


malice 
aforethought? "No," 


said Schorr. 


Under cross-examination by 


prosecutor John E. Howard, the 
psychologist was asked whether 
he could have predicted Kenne- 
dy's assassination If Sirhan had 
Ijeen tested earlier. 


"With a reasonable degree of 


certainty, murder is predicta- 
ble," Schorr said. He added that 
of 100 people chosen at random, 
three or four would be shown by 
psychological tests as having 
the potential for murder under 
stress. 


"Sirhan would have been one 


of these three or four," he said. 
"If I had to live with one of 
these three or four I would be 
very fearful. 


"I'm not saying I could have 


predicted Sirhan would kill the 
senator," 
Schorr said, "but 


tests would have pointed to Sir- 
han as an odds-on favorite who 
would do something like this." 


The 24-year-old Jordanian lis- 


tened with obvious fascination 
as the psychologist described 
him as a Jekyll-Hyde personali- 
ty."I don't think he's at all 
aware that the personality of 
the assaulter is within him at 
all," said Schorr. 


Sirhan has said he cannot re- 


member going to his car to get 
his gun or shooting the senator 
early In the morning of June 5 
last year, He has said he has no 
memory of anything that hap- 
pened between the time he re- 
turned to Kennedy's hotel— after 
drinking there earlier— to the 
time when people were trying to 
subdue him after the shooting, 


"In a dissociated state, an In- 


dividual 
will 
show memory 


gaps," Schorr testified. "An In- 
dividual will remember events 
close up to and surrounding, but 
not Including the act, By con- 
trast, the individual trying to 
malinger or fake will character- 
istically 
remember Item by 


Item In detail right up to the ac- 
tual use of the weapon, 


"Adding to this concept of di* 


minished capacity is this man's 
complete lack of awareness of 
what has been happening. He 
behaved like a man on a picn- 
ic," Schorr referred earlier to

Return to 
Earth Most 
Dangerous

(AP) — In man's reach for the 
stars, his return to mother earth 
remains cthe most dangerous 
part of the adventure. 


Re-entry and recovery is still 


the least controlled and most 
Imprecise maneuver of a tightly 
controlled and very precise 
business. 


Earth landings from space 


have been hundreds of miles off 
target at worst, and thousands 
of yards off at best. 


The only man to die In a 


space flight was killed on re-en- 
try. And one of the nearest ap- 
proaches to death by an Ameri- 
can spaceman came after re-en- 
try, but before recovery. 


Soviet cosmonaut Vladimir M. 


Kormarov, after safely flying 18 
orbits on April 24, 1967, was 
killed when he returned. Para- 
chutes on his spacecraft failed 
and he died as his spacecraft 
crashed to the earth. 


Virgil I. Grissom had to swim 


for his life when his Liberty Bell 
7 spacecraft sank after landing 
safely in the Atlantic Ocean fol- 
lowing a suborbit flight In 1961. 


Three of the other original 


seven American astronauts also 
had cliff-hanger re-entries. 


John H. Glenn, the first Amer- 


ican to orbit the earth, re-en- 
tered 
after a light 
flashed 


aboard his Friendship 8 space- 
craft giving an indication the 
vehicle's heat shield had broken 
loose. It had not. 


Scott Carpenter's Aurora 7 


flight ended with a 250-mile ov- 
ershoot of the landing zone and 
naval ships spent hours hunting 
him in the Atlantic Ocean while 
the world held Its breath. 


L. Gordon Cooper had to fly 


his Faith 7 spacecraft to its 
landing zone manually after an 
automatic 
re-entry 
systeir 


failed on board. 


Gemini V, with astronauts 


Cooper 
and Charles Conrad 


aboard, had to land one orbit 
early to avoid a brewing hurri- 
cane. 


Because of the Imprecision of 


re-entry—the spacecraft cannot 
be controlled In the atmosphere 
—huge areas of the earth's sur- 
face must be earmarked for a 
return from space. 
, The American space pro- 
gram, with the services of a 
two-ocean Navy, uses the seas 
for landing strips. Russia, with 
one-seventh of the earth's land 
mass within Its borders, uses Its 
northeastern area. 


American space officials re- 


gard the ocean landing as the 
safest, but American astronauts 
have expressed some unhappi-

establishing

constituent 


body" made up of parliamen- 
tary representatives from the 
American republics. 


— Establishing a Latin Ameri- 


can common market and en- 
couraging creation of a hemi- 
sphere free trade area. 


— Opening the East Andean 


Jungles to development and har- 
nessing South America's "vast 
water potential" by creating 
seven huge artificial lakes with 
low-level dams at an estimated 
cost of $500 million. Rockefeller 
did not pinpoint the sites. 


— Undertaking cooperative ef- 


forts to establish regional uni- 
versities, solve urban problems 
and "mobilize the youth of the 
hemisphere for 
social pro- 


gress." 


At 
the 
time, 
Rockefeller 


voiced strong concern about de- 
terioration of Latin American 
relations— the very reason that 
Nixon has requested him to un- 
dertake the special mission. 


Rockefeller was an architect 


of he original "Good Neighbor" 
policy of the early 1940* s, while 
serving as assistant secretary of 
state for American republic af- 
fairs in the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. 


Rockefeller 
told an Albany 


news conference Tuesday that 
he would begin a series of trips 
to Latin America shortly after 
the State Legislature ends its 
1969 session.

diamonds. You have only a 
one-way finesse in clubs, and 
a two-way finesse in dia- 
monds. You will have to be 
lucky to make the overtrick, 
and very unlucky to go down. 


If you do go down you 


won't be the unlucky one. It 
will be your partner. 


The reason is that this 


hand is a sure thing. You 
simply play out the ace, king 
and jack of clubs. It won't 
matter which opponent takes 
the queen, or what is led 
back. 


If a diamond is led back 


the queen is a dead card. If 
any other suit is led back 
you simply ruff in one hand 
and discard a diamond from 
the other. 


This old t y p e hand has 


been included in every book 
of play from 
Foster and 


Work through this one. 
It 


has also appeared in the 
Jacoby and e v e r y other 
bridge problem. 


It is called an elimination 


play because you eliminate 
all cards in certain suits be- 
fore giving up the lead. In 
this case your opponents 
eliminated spades and you 
eliminated clubs. 


You also eliminated all 


losing chances when you did 
this.

Dodd Sticks

Murton's testimony was "filled 
with untruths, half-truths, in- 
nuendoes and unwarranted con- 
clusions." 


In response, Dodd cited as ev- 


idence of continuing brutality 
Murton's testimony about two

chaining of a prisoner to an out- 
door fence after he tried five 
times to escape. 


Dodd rejected Sarver's claim
